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Pageant Is Described for 
State Fair Music Festival 


Shortly after this magazine is re- 
ceived, the TMEA-State Fair Mu- 
sic Festival Pageant in the Cot- 
ton Bowl, Dallas, will be held on 
Tuesday, October 13, 1959. We feel 
that it will be well to describe the 
night Pageant in the hope that 
some directors and administrators 
who do not have participating or- 
ganizations may attend the per- 
formance with students from their 
schools. 

The Pageant will be opened with 
the playing of a Fanfare by a select 
group of brass players, under the 
direction of George Royster, Band 
Director, Woodrow Wilson High 
School, Dallas. Immediately follow- 
ing the Fanfare, 16 bands will en- 
ter the stadium through the por- 
tals on the north side of the Cotton 
Bowl. The massed chorus and mass- 
ed orchestra will already be in their 
seated positions ready to perform. 
The bands will proceed down the 
8 aisles in sets of two single files 
per entrance, to the rhythm of a 
massed drum section from all the 
bands located in the center of the 
field. When the bands reach the 
edge of the field, there will be a 
roll-off after which the bands will 
play en masse, while marching, 
“Glory of the Trumpets’? march. 

While the 16 bands form 8 spirals, 
representing spinning records, on 
the field, the massed chorus will 
sing “Marching Along Together,”’ 
‘Left, Right, Out of My Heart’’ and 
‘‘Dipsy Doodle,’’ under the direc- 


tion of TMEA Choral Chairman, 
Herbert Teat. Following this, the 
massed drum section will play the 
bands into 16 company fronts cov- 
ering the field from side to side 
and extending lengthwise of the 
field from the 15 yard line to the 15 
yard line. The bands will be seated 
in this formation. 

Dale Brubaker, the TMEA Or- 
chestra Chairman, will conduct the 
massed orchestra in ‘‘March Fran- 
caise Militaire’’ and ‘“‘Oh, What A 
Beautiful Morning.’’ At the conclu- 
sion of these two numbers, the 
bands, while still seated, will play 
the Introduction to ‘Southern 
Special’? Swing March, inserting 
the unison words ‘‘Mitch Miller — 
Mitch Miller — Hey, Miller — 
Hello, Miller — Hi’’ by way of in- 
troducing Mr. Mitch Miller to the 
audience. Following Mitch Miller’s 
introduction, he will conduct the 
massed orchestra in the ‘‘Medley 
From Gigi’’. 

Immediately following the or- 
chestra_ selection conducted by 
Mitch Miller, Mitch will be driven 
around the field to the chorus in 
a sports car suitable for the occa- 
sion. While Mitch is being trans- 
ported to the chorus, the massed 
band, in standing position, will 
play ‘‘Midnight In Paris’’ under the 
direction of Dr. D. O. Wiley, Exec- 
utive Secretary of TMEA. 

The massed drum section will 
play the bands into a closed com- 
pany front formation toward the 
center of the field, after which the 
bands simultaneously will move al- 
ternately in opposite directions into

All Star Band Tour 


An announcement of interest to 
students and directors of high 
school bands was made during the 
T.B.A. Convention by Estill Foster, 
former T.M.E.A. President, now 
teaching in the Kingsville Public 
Schools. Already, the unique pro- 
posal has gained a great deal of 
favorable reaction from directors 
of high school, college and univer- 
sity bands as well as from the stu- 
dents themselves. 

The 1960 South Texas All Star 
Band Tour will be made by a select 
group of this year’s outstanding 
Junior and Senior band members to- 
gether with some five or six Texas 
Bandmasters and their wives, who 
will serve as sponsors for the trip. 
The band will be made up of ap- 
proximately 80 members. It is hop- 
ed that membership will be com- 
posed of a nearly equal number of 
boys and girls and will be repre- 
sentative of as many of our better 
bands as possible. Although the 
project is designed for schools from 
the Houston - Austin areas and 
South, any outstanding musician 
from schools of other areas is in- 
vited to apply for membership. 

The band will assemble in Cor- 
pus Christi and will rehearse at the 
University of Corpus Christi, Del 
Mar, and Texas A & I under the 
direction of the band directors and 
instructors of these music depart- 
ments before leaving for Austin on 
the first leg of a tour that will cover 
3500 miles and require about three 
weeks to complete. Other points 
tentatively scheduled for visits, re- 
hearsals or concerts, will be Abi- 
lene, Lubbock, Canyon and Colo- 
rado Springs. The group will stay 
in Colorado Springs a week. While 
there they will rehearse and play at 
least one concert, but most of the 
time will be devoted to the tourist 
sights. Trips scheduled from Colo- 

rado Springs include Pikes Peak, 
the Garden of the Gods, Seven 
Falls, Denver (where the group will 
visit the two fine museums and 
planetarium), Royal Gorge, Chey- 
enne Mountain Zoo, and many 
others. The return trip has not been 
routed definitely, but possibly will 
be by way of Santa Fe, New Mex- 
ico, Carlsbad Caverns, with stops 
at El Paso, Alpine, and San An- 
tonio. 

Requirements for applicants are 
that they have Junior or Senior 
standing and be in the upper 50% 
of their local band section. Except 
for schools that reserve a place on 
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the tour for their outstanding wood- 
wind, percussion or brass player (or 
a combination of the three) early 
in this school year, eligible appli- 
cants will be accepted in the follow- 
ing order: (1) All State Band mem- 
bership; (2) All Region Band mem- 
bership; (3) U.I.L. solo and ensem- 
ble record. 

Scholarships amounting to $50.00 
will be given the winners of a 
solo competition for both brass and 
wind players. Students who enter 
will submit tapes preferrably with 
band accompaniment. A _scholar- 
ship for the full cost of the trip will 
be given to the winner of a “Miss 
South Texas Baton’’ contest to be 
held later this year to select a fea- 
ture twirler to accompany the 
group and perform at outdoor con- 
certs. Other scholarships are al- 
ready available according to the 
tour organizer, and it is hoped that 
many schools will offer full or par- 
tial scholarships to their outstand- 
ing junior-senior band student, or 
possibly one to an outstanding stv- 
dent from two sections of the band. 

Mr. Foster cites several reasons 
that he feels have been responsible 
for the very favorable way that the 
idea of the tour has been received. 
(1) It will afford the students (who 
will be in college or university with- 
ina few month) an opportunity to 
visit on the campuses and in the 
music departments of many of the 
finest schools in the State. They 
will have an opportunity to play 
under the direction of members of 
the music departments they visit 
and become asquainted with them 
(2) It will afford the schools an op- 
portunity to have approximately 
forty young ladies and forty young 
men on their campus who are not 
only outstanding musicians, but will 
be chosen as a student who wil 
represent with credit their home. 
their school and the All Star Band 
(3) It will offer to the students 
three weeks of educational and 
recreational opportunities in some 
of America’s most famous tourist 
areas and a week in an area where 
the daytime temperature will sel 
dom go above 70 degrees. Actually 
it should be ‘‘an educational tour 
to be remembered a lifetime.’’

The San Antonio 
Symphony Society will underwrite 
the rest of the estimated $60,000 
cost. 

Venth died in 1938 at the age of 
78.

A selection committee consisting 
of Lyle Skinner, Weldon Covington, 
Robert Maddox, Homer Anderson, 
Everett Schmidt, Fred Junkin, and 
Loren Hall picked the two “honor 
bands’’ to perform at the coming 
TMEA Convention-Clinic to be 
held in Austin during February of 
1960. Gene Braught, Director of 
Bands at Del Mar College in Corpus 
Christi, served as organizer and 
chairman of the selection com- 
mittee. The unanimous first choice 
bands were Weslaco in class AAA 
and Three Rivers in class A. 

Under the present selection pro- 
cedure each region of the state 
nominated their best class AAA and 
Class A or B (which ever was out- 
standing) band.

Gene 
Braught, committee chairman, did 
not vote but served only to organize 
the listening session and to identify 
the winning bands once they had 
been put in order of excellence by 
the committee members. 

The runner-up in Class AAA was 
Snyder High School Band and the 
runner-up in class A was the Hale 
Center High School band. 

Marion Busby, director of the 
Weslaco High School band, has been 
noted for his fine work in the band 
field for many years. Under his 
direction, the Weslaco band has 
compiled an enviable record both 
in Interscholastic League competi- 
tion and at the Buccaneer Music 
Festival. 

Bryce Taylor, director of the 
Three Rivers band, has consistent- 
ly developed outstanding bands. 
The Three Rivers band, though only 
in class A, time after time has 
given superior performances of the 
more difficult numbers in the con- 
cert band repertoire.

Format for using “The Testament 
of Freedom” as a setting for mixed 
chorus: 

In any kind of vocal music it is 
customary for sopranos, altos, and 
tenors to read from the treble clef. 
Let is be remembered, however, 
that the changed-voice tenor actu- 
ally sounds one octave below the 
treble voices, i.e., if a soprano and 
tenor are reading 3rd-space ‘‘c’’ of 
the treble clef, the tenor actually 
sings the pitch of ‘“‘middle c’’. In 
adapting a TTBB setting to SATB 
we shall observe the following pro- 
cedure: 

Unless otherwise specified, all 
sopranos will sing the written tenor 
part which will then actually be 
heard as an octave. All altos will 
sing the written bass part but will 
make it sound one octave above 
the basses. This means that 
throughout ‘‘The Testament of 
Freedom”’ our altos must read the 
bass clef, and the written bass part 
thus will sound in octaves. (Exam- 
ple: 2nd space ‘‘c’’, bass clef, will 
sound as ‘‘middle c’’ when sung by 
the altos.) 

When the music becomes 4-part, 
the following procedure will be 
used: 

lst Sopranos will sing in octaves 
with the 1st Tenors. 

2nd Sopranos will sing in octaves 
with the 2nd Tenors. 

Ist Altos will sing an octave 
above the lst Basses (Baritones). 

2nd Altos will sing an octave 
above the 2nd Basses. 

The actual result will, of course, 
be 8-part harmony. 

Note: If the written 2nd Bass part 
goes too low for some 2nd Altos, 
these Altos may momentarily shift 
to the Ist Bass-lst Alto part.

There is a trumpet call, the 
sailing of ships, and the return 
home, etc., the music being de 
scriptive in nature. Erickson again 
employs the use of combined mea- 
sures in different meters, which 
adds rhythmic interest. In general, 
the composition is broad and flow- 
ing in scope.

Little has been done to provide 
the band with the type of music 
which the big studio orchestras 
(Weston, Percy Faith, etc.), have 
popularized. It is a symphonic, so- 
phisticated type of jazz. This ar- 
rangement of the Crescent City 
Suite, a musical picture of New Or- 
leans, is the first successful at- 
tempt this writer has encountered, 
and it is a good one. Three sections 
of the suite have been done: a. 
Creole Songs and Dances, b. Miss 
Lucy, c. Ferryboat to Old Algiers. 
Although not really difficult tech- 
nically, the music calls for a certain 
maturity from the standpoint of 
the execution of a good jazz style. 
A good tenor soloist can enhance 
the second movement considerably. 
The final movement includes a 
well-written Dixieland section 
which can be played by a group of 
soloists or the full sections. The 
composition has been recorded by 
orchestra, and the band as well as 
its conductor can profit by a few 
listenings. Everything is done in 
good taste. Record reviewers have 
compared the work with those of 
Gershwin and Grofe. This should 
be a fine program number, and 
prove challenging as well as inter- 
esting to a good band.

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Learning To Tune 
One’s Singing Voice 
By Marion Flagg 

Consultant in Music Education 
Dallas Independent School District 

With today’s concern for human 
growth and development into a 
healthy total personality, we come 
to realize that the behavior of an 
individual depends upon how he 
sees himself in relation to his world. 
How he behaves is the result of his 
perceptions and the processes of 
growth resulting from his percep- 
tions. 

From this point of view, we take 
a fresh look at the one tiny facet of 
personality involved in the ability 
to sing in tune, to tune one’s ears 
and voice to the meaningful tonal 
pattern and design of melody. This 
basic skill is learned so rapidly by 
those at the upper end of the con- 
tinuum of ear-perception that it 
seems almost an instinctive re- 
sponse. With those at the other ex- 
treme af musical perception, the 
process of learning to sing in tune 
may be slow and laborious, but pos- 
sible to acquire by everyone not 
deterred by extremely low pitch 
perception, or by an _ emotional 
block seemingly typical of a sense 
of inadequacy in this one area of 
human experience. 

While we still know too little of 
how musical perception takes place 
we recognize a developmental se- 
quence in learning. First, he must 
experience a tone within his own 
tissues, initiated by himself, as dis- 
tinguished from a sound that is 
merely noise. The experience of a 
tone reveberating through the body 
and recognized for the first time as 
a musical tone is a source of deep 
pleasure. Next he learns to vary 
his pitch, gaining the concept of 
maintaining a given pitch, of high 
tones and low, and tones moving 
higher or lower. 

Only now can he tune his voice 
into a tone sounded by someone 
else, as he would tune into the true 
center of a desired radio program. 
The ability to tune into single tones 
and groups of tones increasing in 
difficulty of relationships leads 
sooner or later to the ability to sing 
an entire familiar song, with usu- 
ally good rhythm to start with, a 
recognizable direction of melody, 
and then increasing precision in 
reproducing an entire melody. 

Most of the obstacles in the learn- 
er’s path are rooted in a sense of 
inadequacy, of threat, because of 
disability to do what is_expected of 
him. Low pitch perception, poor 
power to image and hold a tone in

mental hearing and then to repro- 
duce in the voice is the basic ob- 
stacle, and one that requires per- 
sistent concentration and purpose 
to overcome. The emotional factors 
often do more to prevent possible 
growth, stemming from the sense 
of inadequacy, from distaste to lack 
of positive purpose to get the job 
done, from fear of the teacher, of 
his peers, of his parents. Some re- 
search studies show that the inabil- 
ity to sing in tune may be a symp- 
tom of deep personality distur- 


bance. 
One sixth grade student faced 


with this problem was able to ex- 
press in a few words, written in a 
very few moments, what place in 
her life this achievement filled. 
How I Got My Voice Tuned 

One day when I was in the sixth 
grade Mr. Carpenter was testing 
our voices. He found about three or 
four untuned voices. I was one of 
them. It was kind of embarrasing 
and I thought maybe I was disap- 
pointing God. There was a saying 
that said, ‘‘What we are is God's 
gift to us. What we become is our 
gift to God.’’ I made up my mind 
that no matter how much work it 
took I was going to make my voice 
useful. Mr. Carpenter and I worked 
very hard. My classmates would 
tease me and I don’t guess they 
knew it but I was doing my best 
and it hurt when they teased me. 
When school let out my voice still 
wasn’t tuned. That didn’t make me 
feel too good but I had made my- 
self a promise and I was going to 
keep it. I knew I would have to work 
through the summer. 

All summer long I worked. I kept 
trying to get higher and higher. One 
day I hit the goal. I couldn’t get 
any higher even though I tried 
and tried. 

When school started the next 
year I still didn’t think I nad it. 
One day Mr. Carpenter had us to 
sing in any key we wanted to. 
When I got through he bragged on 
me. I thought he said it to make 
me feel good. About two weeks 
later we were singing and he told 
me my voice was tuned. I was so 
happy then I could shout. I knew 
that I had given God a gift and that 
I had not. broken my promise. I 
also knew that now I could ignore 
what my friends said. 

When we could try out for the 
Select Chorus I tried out and made 
it. I had beaten out a lot of my 
friends. One day when Miss Flagg 
came to our school Mr. Carpenter 
had me to sing for her and she told 
me I was an alto.
